headquarters has had to Jbe careful 
about what it said in reply because 
of the president's disinclination to 
add to controversies he has already 
accumulated.

publican national committee declared j 
that it would be a political asset! 
for the president if the London naval 
treaty were ratified, Senator Cope- 
land of Xew York, Democrat, prompt 
ly suggested that the administration 
was playing politics with an import- 
ant Question of foreign policy. 


DIFFICULTY FROM WITHIN 
One of the chief embarrassments 


has been the fact that the Republi- 
can national chairman himself has 
been under fire, thus preventing a 
united front against the Democrats. 
It usually happens that when a na- 
tional chairman is in difficulties, his 
whole organization loses momentum, 
jlr.

ment, Amos "Waller Wright Wood- 
cock—but above all be is a lawyer. 


United States district attorney for 


Maryland since 
1922, he will be

most argued legislation. 


Woodcock's record 
in Maryland, 


which has no state enforcement law, 
made him acceptable to prohibition 
leaders, too, but he has made it 
clear in many addresses that he 
would never go beyond the law to 
obtain a conviction.

Born Oct. 29, 1833, at Salisbury, 


Md., in 1903 he was given a bache- 
lor of arts degree by St. John's col- 
lege at Annapolis.

John's and studied law at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland, getting his de- 
gree in 1910. In 1912 he took his 
master's degree at Harvard. 


He is a Republican but not an ar- 


dent political worker.

thing of the man. 


Enlisting in 1917 he served 
in 


France as a member of Company I, 
First Maryland infantry, and then 
successively as captain, major and 
lieutenant colonel .-in the 115th In- 
fantry.

territorial limits.

large as the District of Columbla.

SENATE DESERVED SLAP 
President Hoover has declined to 


accede to the senate resolution request- 
ing him to submit to it all correspon- 
dence and other documents bearing 
upon the negotiation of the London 
naval treaty. The resolution contained 
the rather amusing qualifying clause, 
"if not incompatible with the public 
interest.'"* Since the president had pre- 
viously refused to transmit the docu- 
ments on the ground that it would be 
incompatible with the public interest, 
the senate knew what to expect when 
it adopted its denatured demand. Mr. 
Hoover's explanation of his reasons 
for withholding the information is fin- 
al and leaves nothing more to be said. 
The reasons are ample. 
There is no 


come-back. 


The lack of good faith by senators 


who originated and pressed the reso- 
lution is shown by the fact, as the 
president points out, that the docu- 
ments and correspondence in question 
are available to each and every senator 
Tvho may wish to see them in confi- 
dence. The opposition to the treaty did 
not- desire-the information for what it 
was worth, but to be used in debate to 
arouse prejudices against foreigners, 
. just as demagogues and shyster law- 
yers resort to tricks to deceive the 
-people on political issues. The senate 
in yielding to these politicians and 
.adopting a "harmless" resolution for 
the sake of consistency has not even 
saved its face. It has, on the contrary, 
received from the president a deserved 
-. slap in the iace. 
t The whole affair is a rather silly 
.performance. The incident is the result 
of a tactical move by treaty opponents 
to defeat the undertaking or postpone 
consideration of it until next winter. A 
point was raised of sufficient relation 
to senatorial vanity to get the ears of 
that body. Notwithstanding a prelim- 
inary poll appears to indicate that the 
-senate is overwhelmingly in favor of 
-the treaty, the issue raised by the op- 
^ position could not be dismissed with- 
out the senate making a stand for what 
it-considered its "rights." Not that it 
•"cares a continental about private ex- 
changes between President Hoover 
and Prime Minister MacDonald, or 
what Dawes may have said about for- 
eign delegates to the conference, ex- 
cept old womanish curiosity, but there 
was a "principle" at stake and a stand 
of some sort was required. The issue 
was one over which a great fuss could 
be made, with insinuations of dupliciry 
on the part of the executive and the 
state department. It was meat for su- 
per-patriots, isolationists and Hoover 
haters of both parties, and they made 
the most of it. In fact they made too 
much of it, and the nation sees their 
insincerity lor what it really is. In ad- 
dition the three days of oratorical fire- 
works spent in debating the resolution 
represent a great waste of time in a 
very hot month. Xow that the senate 
has made a monkej- of itself, whv not 
settle down to business and recover 
puW:c respect by ratifying the treatv.

GENTLEMAN AND CHAMPION 
There are some still who make 


pleasantries of golf, who regard it as 
more of a joke, who look on it as a soft 
pastime of the idle rich, but they do 
not know golf. It probably is not an 
exaggeration to say that in major com- 
petition, as a test of nerve, endurance 
and character it is more exacting than 
any physical contest ever devised. Was 
there anything in the Greek and Rom- 
an games that demanded comparable 
skill or ability to withstand madden- 
ing strain? We think not. The national 
open and amateur championships of 
England and the United States—72 
holes of play in two days, with a vast 
gallery surrounding the star and al- 
most smothering him in breathless and 
eager expectancy, where any one of 
something like 300 different strokes of 
the greatest and most delicate tech- 
nique may be disastrous—requires con- 
centration and courage to a degree that 
few can comprehend.

It hopes to have him 
resign. Mr. Houston is keeping the na- 
tional capital and the committee in 
delicate suspense by declining to say 
just what he will do. Following a con- 
ference with the president he seemed 
to be more bellicose than ever. Later 
it was rumored he would resign when 
the present extra session of the senate 
adjourns. 
Xo one knows what will 


happen, but it is a safe guess that 
Claudius will quit the arena and make 
way for a freshly anointed gladiator. 
He is probably not much different than 
the politicians who surround and work 
with him, but he has suffered the mis- 
take of having his "secret life" brought 
to light. There are not many profes- 
sional politicians who would fare bet- 
ter if the whole truth were known 
about them, what with -the affairs of 
prohibition, the stock market, office 
spoils and other temptations besetting 
them. Mr. Houston will go, but the G. 
O. P. \\iil go on as before. 
It never 


stops, and seldom changes.

God save the 


MASTODDITIS AXD . KrXNTXG 


EAR 


Practically every case of "gath- 


ering in the ear," inflammation, 
suppuration, acute ear ache, run- 
ning- ear, otitis media, middle ear in- 
fection, as it is variously known, is 
the result of an invasion of the cav- 
ity or space in the skull bone inside 
of the ear drum by germs that trav- 
el thru the eustachian tubs or ven- 
tilator shaft from the junction of 
nose and throat passages. 
So the 


doctor always looks in the nose and 
throat for the cause of such ear 
trouble. To tbe abnormal condition 
he finds there the most 
effective 


treatment is directed. 


This middle ear spaca or cavity 


houses the famous hammer, anvil 
and stirrup, the tiay bones of the 
hearing apparatus, and has no 
greater capacity than a large cavity 
in. a molar tooth. The space is lined 
with the same mucous membrane as 
that which lines the eustachian tube 
and the nose-throat cavity. It is in 
this lining membrane that infection 
or inflammation extends from 
the 


nose or throat along the eustachian 
canal (perhaps Is inches long) into 
the middle ear. "We doctors call this 
cavity "middle" ear to distinguish 
it from the ear canal outside of the 
ear drum and from the nerve term- 
inal or receiver apparatus of the 
ear that lies more deeply embedded 
in the skull bone close to the brain. 


The middle ear space communi- 


cates with other air spaces in the 
interior of the slightly bulging bone 
just back of the ear, and that bone 
is the mastoid" process of the tem- 
poral bone. The air spaces in the 
mastoid are called cells; they are 
not present in the bone at birth, but 
develop in infancy and attain their 
size at the age of puberty. 
These 


mastoid cells are usually involved 
more or less in any inflammation or 
suppuration (pus formation) of the 
middle ear, tho we do not diagnose 
"mastoiditis" unless the complica- 
tion becomes the main part of the 
illness- 


In any discharge from the ear 


which is very profuse — more than a 
small pea sized space might rea- 
sonably produce — it is a fair surmise 
that the pus is coming from 
the 


mastoid cells. 


The roof of some of these mastoid 


ceils is a paper thin plate of bone

When the fanners of northeastern 


Wisconsin meet on July 29, at the

this part of the state. It was found 
that the failure of previous alfalfas 
could usually be traced to seed from 
a milder climate and a soil deficient 
in phosphorus and -perhaps in potash 
and occasionally in lime. Hardier 
strains of alfalfa an* son correction 
had to be sought and worked out by 
patient totals and tests. 


Trials and breeding of various oat 


strains resulted finally 
In the In- 


troduction Into the area of Forward 
oats which proved capable of pro- 
ducing four more bushels per acre 
than any other strain. Similarly, In

A similar 
proportion xras recorded at the state 
reformatory at Green Bay. At the 
end of the 1929 fiscal year the in- 
stitution ba<1 5S9 inmates a year lat- 
er, 716. The Central Hospital had 
the Criminal Insane at Waupun had 
213 inmates for the former year and 
245 for the Jatter.

institution bad £5 in 1929 and 82 
in 1930. 


"With the exception of the Indus- 


trial Home for Women, all institu- 
tions showed an increase in the num- 
ber paroled. In 1929 the board of 
control paroled 88. 
The following 


year. 115 inmates were paroled. Dur- 
ing 1930, the board paroled 234 from 
the reformatory, one more than dur- 
ing the previous year. The paroles 
at the women's institution totalled 
2S in 1930 and 35 the preceding year. 
Xo paroles are given from the hos- 
pital for the criminal insane.

Applications for parole increased 


only at the reformatory.

Eighty-seven women at the women's 
institution at Taycheedah asked for
